Separate robbery incidents 
reported within minutes of 
each other Sunday in Elba 


On Sunday, Dec. 23, 
prior to 6 am., the Elba 
Police Department received 
two reports within minutes 
of each other from two dif- 
ferent individuals. Each 
said they had just been 
robbed. 

According to the reports, 
one of the victims was out- 
side his residence when he 
was approached and report- 
edly attacked by the sus- 
pects. As the suspects went 
through the trunk of the 
victim’s vehicle, the victim 
fought back and received 
injuries. The suspects were 
said to have been armed 
with a handgun but did not 
fire it. 

The suspects fled on foot 
with personal property of 
the victim. 


In the second reported 
incident, which came into 
police dispatch only min- 
utes after the first, the vic- 
tims, two individuals, said 
they had their residence 
entered by the suspects 
without permission, and 
they were attacked and held 
at gunpoint. 

The report indicated the 
victims fought back against 
the suspects and were able 
to disarm them. During the 
struggle over the gun, it dis- 
charged several time, but 
no one was hit by the gun- 
fire. 

The victims in this inci- 
dent received minor 
injuries.

~ U.S. COULD BE FACING FINANCIAL RUIN ~

Well Christmas is over for another year and hopefully all 
our readers survived and have added a double handful of 
good items to their ever growing memory bank. Now our 
immediate family has delayed our annual gathering until 
Saturday, the 29th. Now that happens to also be the date 
of a certain important football game . . . . well important 
to a whole bunch of Alabama supporters. Ever the detail 
planner, our daughter Michele announced last week that 
this family Christmas seasonal event needs to get going 
on time and finish early — thus allowing a couple of alpha 
males to get to their personal recliners and TVs before 
the 7:00 p.m. game start. The reason for this is that 
throughout the game they each ‘discuss’ the plays and 
other coaching decisions with the head coach, sharp 
shoot the game officials (in spite of what the replay cam- 
eras show) and brow-beat the players of the opposing 
team for cheap blocks. Needless to say, all this needs to 
be done out of earshot of more gentle ears. Wish us luck! 


Government shutdown has hit the U. S. . . again. 
Estimates are that as many as 800,000 government work- 
ers are without pay. Some will (or maybe are required) to 
keep working and hope their groceries will not run out 
before another payday — a payday that has no set time to 
appear. We can accept that there are differing opinions 
between the president and the Legislature as there 
always has been. However, we bristle when one side or 
the other gets in front of the TV cameras and vows to get 
their way — or else “I will shut down the government.” 
Labor relations laws forbid a private company from 
doing something like that, but clearly it doesn’t apply to 
the feds. Several years ago there was talk that such a 
shutdown would delay the millions of social security 
checks but that didn’t happen. It would probably have 
provoked a bunch of the nations senior citizens to 
demonstrate that much of “The Greatest Generation’ isn’t 
dead yet! We suspect the Washington crowd knew this 
and decreed that they didn’t mean the SS checks when 
they ordered a shutdown. 


NOTE! Last week we had just finished typing the tidbit 
about careful driving around the bypass construction 
work when the police monitor sounded off about anoth- 
er wreck at a bypass intersection! So we repeat the words 
of caution. Be careful. It is not just us regular Joes that 
can mess up. A couple of weeks ago we saw a deputy 
sheriff turn into the wrong lane at the intersection of 
Claxton and the bypass. Each driver should take that as 
an omen that none of us are immune to making a mistake 
and be even more careful. 
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Is the Federal government 
spending us into financial 
ruin? The current numbers 
and budget projections sug- 
gest so. Yet I think that the 
scary numbers reflect an 
unresolved conflict over the 
tole of government more 
than a threat of bankruptcy. 

The national debt of the 
United States, the accumu- 
lated borrowing since the 
Republic’s founding, stands 
at $21.85 trillion. The 
deficit, or amount borrowed 
to cover spending in excess 
of tax revenues, for fiscal 
year 2018 was $780 billion. 

A sense of magnitude is 
difficult to maintain once 
we get into the “illions” — 
meaning millions, billions, 
and trillions. A good way to 
size up Federal red ink is as 
a percentage of U.S. GDP, 
the value of all the goods 
and services produced in a 
year, which is currently 
$20.1 trillion. So 2018’s 
deficit and the national debt 
are 3.9 and 109 percent of 
GDP respectively. 

A second debt figure, the 
debt held by the public, con- 
fuses the matter. What is the 
difference? Some Federal 
government agencies hold 
debt, including Social 
Security and the military 
and civilian pension plans. 
As this debt is sometime 
described as “owed to our-

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selves,” some experts focus 
on debt held by the public, 
which is currently $16 tril- 
lion (78 percent of GDP). 

Which measure matters 
more? Debt held by the pub- 
lic is the amount the U.S. 
Treasury borrows in global 
credit markets. Interest rates 
are prices adjusting to bring 
demands for borrowing — by 
businesses and households 
in addition to government — 
into line with the supply of 
funds from savers and 
investors. Publicly-held 
debt potentially crowds out 
productive investment. 

The intra-government debt 
is also real. The $800 billion 
the Treasury has borrowed 
from the Department of 
Defense’s pension program 
is supposed to pay retirement 
benefits, but was used for 
other Federal spending. If not 
repaid, military pensions 
would need to be paid out of 
current taxes. 

Does the national debt 
spell inevitable bankruptcy? 
Warren Buffett has 
observed that the debt is not 
necessarily a problem 
because it was higher rela- 
tive to GDP at the end of 
World War II. Mr. Buffett’s 
observation highlights the 
importance of budget pro- 
jections. We borrowed to 
fight World War II, and 
investors expected spending 
to decline precipitously 


after the war. It did, and debt 
fell below 40 percent of 
GDP during the 1950s. 

By contrast, spending is 
expected to increase signifi- 
cantly in the future. The 
most recent Congressional 
Budget Office (CBO) 30- 
year forecast projects 
Federal spending to 
increase from 20.6 to 27.9 
percent of GDP. An aging 
population using more med- 
ical care will increase 
spending on Social Security, 
Medicare, and Medicaid. 
The CBO expects debt held 
by the public to reach 152 
percent of GDP by 2048. 
This will be uncharted terri- 
tory for the U.S. and could 
trigger a debt cycle through 
rising interest rates. 

Will debt at 150 percent 
of GDP mean bankruptcy? 
Perhaps. Greece has 
teetered on the verge of 
bankruptcy with debt at 180 
percent of GDP. But Japan 
remains sound despite debt 
at 220 percent of GDP. 

Debate over insolvency 
obscures a common 
assumption that tax rev- 
enues will not rise signifi- 
cantly. The CBO, for 
instance, projects Federal 
revenues of 19.5 percent of 
GDP in the 2040s, only 
three percentage points 
higher than today. A Cato 
Institute analysis of fiscal 
imbalance kept tax revenue 


at current levels. 

Potential Federal insol- 
vency demonstrates that we 
cannot afford a European- 
style welfare state without 
European-style taxes. This 
tension, I think, goes back 
to Ronald Reagan, who pur- 
sued tax cuts even though 
his desired spending cuts 
proved politically unachiev- 
able. Reagan set Federal 
spending on a collusion 
course with our distaste for 
taxes, likely hoping that his 
tax cuts would eventually 
force spending cuts. 
Maintaining Social Security 
and Medicare as they are 
given demographic changes 
will require paying more 
taxes. 

I am not advocating for 
higher taxes and would pre- 
fer downsizing government. 
We cannot, however, afford 
a Cadillac on the payments 
for a Chevy and will soon 
have to decide whether we 
are truly willing to pay for 
big government.

THE DAYS AFTER CHRISTMAS 


Don’t take down your tree! Don’t undeck the halls! 
Wait! The Holidays are not over yet! Christmas doesn’t 
end until Epiphany! Epiph-a-what? Epiphany! Epiphany 
or Three Kings’ Day is celebrated around the world each 
year on January 6 and commemorates The Magi Visiting 
Jesus and bringing gifts of gold, frankincense and myrrh. 

In The United States, we love to shove all of our celebra- 
tions together and make the shepherds bump into “The 
Wise Men” as they all crowd our Nativity scenes at the 
same time. However, The Story of The Magi is not a part 
of the Nativity, but rather a continuation of the story. The 
Magi came from The East to follow The Star and the 
Jewish prophecy of a Jewish king being born. 

King Herod, the king of The Jews, seemed unfamiliar 
with this prophecy when these travelers from The East 
approached him. He quickly familiarized himself with the 
details, not because he wanted to go see a prophecy ful- 
filled and not because he was interested in worshipping the 
infant king. He became interested in his own faith tradi- 
tion’s prophecy because he felt threatened. He suddenly 
heard people inquiring him about the location of “The 
King of the Jews” when last he checked, he held that title. 
Herod felt his power threatened. He quickly plotted to 
have his opponent eliminated. The story continues that 
Herod tried to manipulate the Magi to give him the intel 
about where this exceptional child was. 

The Magi, after hearing a message from God, did not go 
back to Herod with the location of Jesus. Instead, they 
traveled home another route. Herod, lost his mind when he 
found out the Magi were not coming through for him. He, 
in his selfishness, pride and wickedness decreed that all 
baby boys of a certain age be killed in order to secure his 
throne. 

The Day of the Holy Innocents commemorates this trag- 
ic event each year on December 28. Some Christians con- 
sider these young boys that were killed by Herod’s soldiers 
to be the first Christian martyrs. The day has become a day 
of fasting and mourning not just remembering those lost 
2,000 years ago, but also the young and powerless today 
that loose their lives as expendable pawns in the selfish 
pursuits of power and acquisition.

The ‘Best of the Best” 


The Dothan Eagle 
announced its annual 
“Super 12” high school 
football selections recently 
with Elba Tiger standout 
Richmon Singletary claim- 
ing ‘Player of the Year’ 
honors. 

Singletary, a 6-1, 183- 
pound, senior, starred at 
Elba during the past season 
at running back, defensive 
back and as a kick returner, 
and helped lead the Tigers 
to an 8-3 record and a spot 
in the 1A playoffs. 

During his senior season, 
Singletary rushed for 2,083 
yards and 25 touchdowns, 
averaged 189.4 yards per 
game and 11.3 yards per 
carry. He set an all-time 
state record with six kick- 
off returns for touchdowns 
and piled up 688 yards in 
kickoff returns, the third 
most in state history. In 
addition, Singletary 
returned 10 punts for 261 
yards and one touchdown, 
caught 6 passes for 60 
yards, passed for 32 yards 
and one touchdown and 
scored five two-point con- 
versions. Overall, the Tiger 
standout rolled up 3,124 
all-purpose yards and 
scored 33 touchdowns. 

On defense, Singletary 
had 83 tackles, including 
six tackles for losses, and 
had four pass interceptions, 
with one returned for a 
touchdown. He added 11 
pass deflections and one 
fumble recovery. 

“It is an honor to be 
named the player of the 
year,” stated Singletary, 


“but it would not have been 
possible without my team- 
mates and my coaches. My 
goal was to help the team 
win a state championship, 
and while we fell short of 
that goal we did have a 
pretty good season. I cer- 
tainly didn’t have plans to 
tush for 2,000 yards or set 
any state records, but it 
happened and again it was 
because of my teammates 
and coaches. Looking back, 
there were some things I 
could have done better, but 
overall I guess it was a 
pretty good season for me.” 

Elba Tiger head coach 
Pate Harrison said of 
Singletary, “He is a special 
person in more ways than 
one, and it was an honor to 
get the chance to coach 
him. He is a blessed athlete 
and a special person. It is 
not often that you can hon- 
estly say that your best 
player is also the best per- 
son. He would change the 
dynamics of the team for 
the good at team meetings, 
at the team meal and on the 
field.
